This  is  intended  to  be  a 
short  one-  or  two-page  backgrounder  that  will  give  your  prospective  double  some  insight  into  what 
makes  you  the  person  you  are.  You  are  to  answer  the  questions  thoughtfully  and  carefully.  Place  your 
completed  dossier  in  your  portfolio  for  use  with  future  assignments  and/or  for  assessment  by  your 
instructor.

To  what  extent  do  religious 
beliefs  guide  your  daily  behaviour?  If  you  don’t  subscribe  to  a particular 
religion,  what  would  you  say  has  filled  the  role  of  religion  in  providing  you  with 
moral  and/or  spiritual  guidance?  How  does  your  attitude  toward  religion  affect 
your  identity? 

Gender 

How  would  you  say  your  gender  has  shaped  your  identity?  Do  you  act 
differently  around  persons  of  the  opposite  gender?  Has  your  gender 
influenced  the  way  you  view  your  world  (i.e.  your  possible  career  choices  or 
your  role  in  your  family)? 

Popular  Culture 

What  aspects  of  popular  culture  affect  your  identity?  Are  you  a “trendy” 
person,  or  do  you  have  a style  all  your  own?  Can  you  think  of  some  ways  that 
media  (e.g.,  music,  TV,  magazines,  Internet)  have  influenced  your  view  of 
yourself  and  your  place  in  your  society? 

Other  Influences 

Can  you  think  of  any  other  factors  that  have  influenced  your  perception  of 
yourself  and  your  place  in  the  world?  (You  may  want  to  revisit  the  Identity 

Movie  from  the  lesson  to  get  some  ideas.) 

Collectives 

People  are  all  part  of  a variety  of  larger  groups  who  share  common  beliefs 
and/or  characteristics.  Think  of  the  “collectives”  that  you  are  a part  of.  List  as 
many  as  you  can  (e.g.,  Albertans,  artists,  Hindus,  farmers,  hockey  fans).

Section  1 Challenge:  Understanding  the  9/11  Attacks 

24  marks 

Your  challenge  is  to  write  a response  to  Jared’s  questions: 

“Why  did  they  attack  us?  Why  do  they  hate  us?” 

There  are  really  two  tasks  for  you. 

1 . First,  you  will  need  to  explain  to  Michelle  and  Jared  why  they  feel  the  9/1 1 attacks  were 
somehow  directed  at  them  and  people  they  know.  Essentially,  you  must  explain  why  Jared 
unconsciously  used  the  word  us  in  his  questions.  Now  that  you  have  completed  all  the  lessons 
in  Section  1 , you  should  probably  be  able  to  answer  Jared’s  questions  after  a little  bit  of 
thinking.  Reflect  on  what  you  have  learned  about  beliefs  and  values  and  the  factors  that 
combine  to  shape  identity.  Be  sure  to  make  an  appropriate  use  of  terms  you  have  learned  in 
your  lessons  as  you  complete  the  assignment. 

2.  Your  second  task  is  to  try  and  explain  what  role  identity,  values,  and  beliefs  likely  played  in 
motivating  the  9/1 1 attacks.  Ultimately,  you  have  to  answer  the  “why”  part  of  Jared’s  questions. 
This  will  likely  require  some  research. 

Doing  an  Internet  search  on  some  of  the  terms  used  by  the  guests  Michelle  saw  on  TV  might  be  a good 
starting  point. 

Check  the  Toolkit  for  information  on  Conducting  an  Efficient  Web  Search.  As  well,  take  care  in  your 
Internet  search.  The  September  1 1th  attacks  evoked  powerful  emotions  for  many  people  capable  of 
creating  their  own  websites.  Critically  analyze  the  hits  your  search  returns. 

Select  as  your  sources  those  sites  which  appear  to  offer  reasoned  sociological,  psychological,  or 
political  analyses.  Avoid  those  sites  clearly  laden  with  bias,  emotional  rhetoric,  and  dubious 
interpretations  of  the  9/1 1 events.  Use  multiple  and  varied  sources  to  verify  that  you’re  getting  complete 
and  accurate  information. 

Your  response  should  also  avoid  overt  bias  and  emotionalism.  You  may  have  strong  opinions  about 
what  occurred  on  9/1 1 , and  that  is  okay.  The  objective  of  this  part  of  the  assignment,  however,  is  to 
understand  and  explain  the  perspectives  that  led  to  the  9/1 1 attacks.  The  objective  is  not  to  criticize  or 
celebrate  the  perspectives. 

Format 

Your  response  should  be  clear  and  succinct,  perhaps  a page-and-a-half  long,  word-processed,  and 
double-spaced.  It  must  not  exceed  three  pages. 

You  do  not  need  to  include  an  exhaustive  list  of  every  web  page,  book,  and  magazine  you  may  have 
looked  at  in  your  research,  but  you  do  need  to  attach  a list  of  those  sources  where  you  did  use 
information.  Be  sure  to  include  publishing  information  and  URLs.  Make  sure  you  avoid  plagiarism.

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Your  teacher  will  use  the  following  rubric  to  assess  your  work.  Review  it  carefully  before  beginning  the 
assignment,  consult  it  as  you  work,  and  then  use  it  again  as  a checklist  when  done  to  ensure  that  you 
have  met  all  of  the  requirements.

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Section  2 Challenge:  Assessing  Your  Ideological  Perspective 

12  marks 

step  1 

Prior  to  taking  on  the  challenge  assignment,  you  should  use  some  Internet  tools  to  help  sharpen  your 
understanding  of  your  own  ideology  and  to  determine  how  your  ideology  fits  in  with  ideologies  you  have 
studied. 

Using  a search  engine,  check  out  “political  survey,”  “ideological  survey,”  and  “ideology  quiz.” 

Among  the  hits  returned  should  be  links  to  a variety  of  online  surveys  or  quizzes.  In  each  of  these 
quizzes,  you  will  be  asked  a variety  of  questions  regarding  your  beliefs  about  society  and  morals, 
politics  and  government,  and  economics.  Take  several  different  quizzes.  Answer  each  one  as  truthfully 
and  honestly  as  you  can. 

Many  of  these  surveys  and  quizzes  may  be  directed  at  audiences  in  other  countries,  particularly  the 
United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom.  They  may  make  reference  to  issues  specific  to  that  nation.  You 
may  want  to  do  some  quick  research  on  the  Internet  to  help  you  accurately  answer  nation-specific 
questions,  but  this  is  not  essential.  Answer  such  questions  as  best  you  can.  Ultimately,  if  you  take 
several  different  surveys,  you  should  see  a pattern  emerging  in  your  results  even  if  you  lacked  sufficient 
knowledge  to  confidently  respond  to  some  questions. 

As  you  take  each  survey  or  quiz,  print  off  or  save  a digital  image  of  the  questions  you  are  required  to 
answer.  You  should  also  print  off  or  save  in  a digital  file  the  final  results  provided  to  you.  Once  you  have 
taken  several  quizzes,  review  your  results.  If  you  consistently  applied  your  belief  and  value  system,  the 
results  should  likely  give  you  a good  idea  of  where  you  sit  in  the  range  of  ideological  perspectives. 

Now,  review  the  survey  questions  and  how  you  responded.  Were  you  asked  similar  questions  in 
different  surveys?  Did  you  give  similar  responses?  Try  to  identify  a pattern  in  the  questions  and  your 
responses.  This  should  give  you  some  insight  into  the  reasons  why  you  were  assigned  a particular 
ideological  perspective  by  the  survey  creators. 

step  2 

Your  task  now  is  to  answer  the  section  question:  What  is  my  ideology? 

You  must  create  a response  that  is  entitled: 

I’m  a (your  ideology  here)  and  This  Is  Why 
For  example  .... 

I’m  a Socialist  and  This  Is  Why 

You  must  label  your  ideological  perspective  as  clearly  as  possible  using  the  terms  you  have  learned  in 
this  section.  Remember  that  the  label  you  choose  will  represent  a generalization  about  your  beliefs. 

Just  because  someone  is  a conservative,  for  example,  doesn’t  mean  that  every  opinion  he  or  she  has 
must  represent  a typical  conservative  position.  It  is  possible  to  qualify  your  label  if  you  wish.  For 
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example,  you  can  be  a “right-leaning  liberal”  or  a “conservative  with  some  liberal  tendencies.” 
Reviewing  the  glossary  and  the  lessons  in  the  section  will  help. 

Once  you  have  given  yourself  an  ideological  label,  you  must  also  explain  why  this  label  fits.  In  other 
words,  you  need  to  identify  some  of  the  political,  social,  and  economic  beliefs  and  values  you  have  that 
led  you  to  a conclusion  about  your  ideology.  Think  about  how  your  nation,  class,  race,  gender,  religion, 
and  a relationship  to  the  land  or  the  environment  may  have  shaped  your  ideology.  Revisit  the  story  of 
Chris  and  his  friends  to  re-evaluate  your  thoughts  and  responses  when  confronted  with  the  issues 
raised.  It  will  also  help  to  think  about  patterns  that  emerged  when  reviewing  your  saved  responses  to 
the  survey  questions.  Try  to  come  up  with  a minimum  of  eight  beliefs  or  values  that  characterize  your 
ideological  label. 

There  are  a variety  of  ways  to  complete  this  assignment.  You  can  respond  in  the  form  of  a blog.  You 
can  record  a short  “Speaker’s  Corner”  video  where  you  answer  the  section  question.  If  you  wish,  you 
can  write  a simple  personal  response.  Consult  your  teacher  for  advice. 

It  is  important  to  review  My  Ideology  Rubric  to  see  how  you  will  be  assessed  before  you  begin  work  on 
this  challenge.  The  rubric  will  be  your  guide  to  what  level  of  depth  and  detail  is  needed  in  your 
response.

Your  finished  editorial  may  be  submitted  for  assessment  in  the  form  of  a digital  audio  file.  If  you  do  not 
have  access  to  audio  recording  equipment  or  computer-based  audio  recording  software,  you  may 
simply  hand  in  the  script  you  have  prepared  for  your  editorial  to  your  teacher. 

Regardless  of  the  format  you  choose,  you  must  prepare  a written  script.  If  you  are  submitting  an 
audio  file,  your  script  can  be  a bit  “rougher.”  The  audio  version  of  your  editorial  should  be  clear  and 
understandable.  As  well,  you  must  endeavour  to  sound  as  if  you  are  speaking  to  your  listeners  and  not 
simply  reading  a prepared  script  off  a page  (even  though  you  likely  will  be). 

Use  as  many  takes  as  you  need  to  get  things  sounding  good  before  you  submit  your  audio  file  to  your 
teacher  to  be  marked.  (Consult  with  your  teacher  before  recording  your  editorial  to  agree  on  what  audio 
file  format  will  be  used.) 

If  your  script  itself  will  be  your  finished  product,  the  final  version  should  be  polished  and  free  of  errors  in 
spelling,  punctuation,  and  grammar.  A paragraph  break  should  occur  wherever  there  are  logical  breaks 
in  a spoken  editorial.  Your  script  may  be  submitted  as  a digital  word  processing  file.  See  your  teacher 
for  specific  instructions. 

Your  editorial  should  be  between  three  and  five  minutes  in  length  when  performed  aloud. 

Organization  and  Content 

Start  your  editorial  by  introducing  yourself  and  stating  your  full  name.  This  is  common  procedure  in 
radio  broadcasts  and  their  podcast  equivalents.  This  introduction  will  also  allow  your  teacher  to  identify 
your  work  if  for  some  reason  the  file  name  you  use  is  not  sufficiently  descriptive. 

Jackson  Cho,  One  Twenty-Fourth’s  host,  has  done  a reasonable  job  of  introducing  the  basic  issue  to 
listeners.  You  can  elaborate  on  and  add  to  his  introduction  if  it  suits  your  purposes.  Otherwise,  you  can 
dive  into  the  “meat”  of  your  editorial. 

There  are  various  strategies  for  organizing  an  editorial.  How  you  go  about  organizing  your  editorial  is  to 
some  extent  up  to  you,  but  you  should  research  “writing  an  editorial”  on  the  Internet  to  get  some 
pointers.  You  should  also  review  the  hints  contained  in  the  Workflow  Organizer  you  will  encounter 
below.  Generally  speaking,  you  should  approach  this  editorial  as  a more  informal  version  of  a position 
paper. 

In  terms  of  content  your  editorial  must,  of  course,  clearly  state  your  position  on  the  issue  under 
discussion.  Your  piece  should  probably  explore  positions  other  than  your  own.  You  can  often 
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strengthen  your  position  by  showing  the  weaknesses  in  the  positions  of  others.  You  should  also 
prepare  one  or  more  arguments  that  show  why  your  position  is  the  superior  one. 

Whether  you  are  criticizing  other  positions  or  promoting  your  own  thoughts,  be  sure  to  provide 
examples  from  history,  from  current  events,  or  from  realistic  hypothetical  situations  to  back  up  your 
arguments. 

Getting  to  Work 

Developing  an  editorial  is  a multi-stage  process. 

Go  to  the  multimedia  DVD,  and  access  the  Workflow  Diagram. 

The  diagram  has  been  provided  to  help  you  organize  yourself.  Carefully  review  the  diagram,  and  refer 
back  to  it  as  you  complete  each  step  in  the  development  of  your  editorial.  Before  you  begin,  carefully 
review  the  included  assessment  rubric.  Unless  otherwise  specified,  this  rubric  will  serve  as  the  guide 
your  teacher  will  use  to  assess  your  editorial.  You  should  know  how  the  marking  system  works  before 
beginning  your  work.
